Policeman Joplin: says that Dennis 
Cunningham, special officer, was on the 
scene of the fight, but departed with 
great expedition when he discovered the 
identity of the combatants, leaving Jop- 
lin to make the arrest unaided. 

Joplin has been directed to write a 
report to the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. 

The quarrel between Hawes and Daley 
grew out of Daley’s failure to win ap- 
pointment as a street superintendent, in 
which ambition he had supposed he car- 
ried Hawes’ approval and _ influence. 
The police report says that Daley struck 
Hawes in the face. 

‘It was Delegate Hussey’s thirty-sev- 
enth arrest and he signalized it by 
Striking Patrolman Joplin a second time 
after he had been taken into the Man- 
chester Avenue Station. The blow was 
struck in the presence of Lieut. Hall, 
commanding the station, and half a 
dozen other policemen. 

The fight between Daley and Hawes 
occurred at 9 p. m. Monday, in the 
presence of a big crowd. The two met 
and were joined after a few minutes’ 
conversation by Hussey. Daley’s half- 
brother, whom Daley summoned from 
across Olive street. The three stood in

sv violent that passersby stopped and 
formed a ring about them. 


Knocks Policeman Down. 

Patrelman Joplin saw the crowd and 
Started to investigate. As he approached 
Daley lost his temper and stepped back 
to swing his fist at Hawes’ jaw. The 
blow landed squarely and the knot of 
men became a confused scramble. 

Joplin pushed through the crowd and 
laid his hand on Daley’s shoulder, while 
Hawes slipped quietly away and board- 
ed a westbound car just passing. When 
Hussey saw his companion under arrest 
he sprang up behnd Joplin and hit the 
policeman in the back of the head. 

Hussey is a man of powerful build, 
and the blow felled the policeman, 

Sergeant Driscoll ran up as Joplin, 
dazed by the blow, struggled to his feet 
and told Hussey he was under arrest. 
Driscoll arrested Daley, who submitted 
quietly, and summoned a patrol wagon. 

Hussey swore at the policemen all the 
way to the station, they say, and at the 
desk, while being slated, continued his 
torrent of vituperation. Joplin and Pa- 
trolman Dundon were standing beside 
Hussey at the desk when the big Dele- 
gate turned like a flash and again 
struck Joplin, the blow grazing his 
shoulder and landing with lessened force 
on his jaw. 


Thinks Police Favored Hawes. 

The prisoners telephoned to William 
H. Meer, a saloon keeper, who signed 
their bonds. Daley is charged with dis- 
turbing the peace, Hussey with disturb- 
ing the peace and interfering with an 
officer. 

Daley was reluctant to discuss the fight 
Monday. When pressed for a statement, 
he said:

MEN-Q -WAR SNEAK 
UP ON TWO FORTS 


But Searchlights on Hamilton and 
Wadsworth Chase Them 
From Harbor. 








By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, June 11.—The artillery 
men of Forts Wadsworth and Hamilton 
slept last night with one eye open. Word 
reached them yesterday that a fleet of 
foreign war vessels had been sighted in 
the lower bay, and that an attempt 
would be made to steal into the harbor 
in the dead of night. In fact, an attack 
on the city was declared to be imminent. 

It was part of a plan of the Govern- 
ment officials to test the activity of the 
men at the two forts. The foreign fleet, 
so called, was, in reality a detaéhment 
of torpedo planters and dispatch boats, 
under command of Capt. G. T. Patter- 
son of the coast artillery. He was in- 
structed to try to creep upon the forts 
and make his way to the inside har- 
bor. 

Although the forts were prepared for 
the attack last night there was no as- 
surance that the enemy would appear, 
for Capt. Patterson’s instructions were 
to make the attempt at any time that 
seemed best up to Thursday. 


Eaemy Is Chased Out., 

While the men in the range towers 
were playing powerful searchlights upon 
the water about 8:30 o’c'ock, three of the 
torpedo boats were found trying to 
sneak in. They were about 1100 yards 
from Fort Hamlton. and as soon as the 
lights were turned on them they 
treated. 

This is the. first experience of the kind 
the forts have had and the men were 
keyed up to the highest pitch. The reg- 
ular force of the forts is about 400. The 
Government figured that this force 
would be inadequate in the event of feor- 
eign invasion and companies G of the 
Seventh and the Thirteenth regiments, 
National Guard, were sent to the forts 
Saturday, to remain until after the at- 
tack. For Hamilton has six companies 
of. the Seventh, under Col. Daniel Apple- 
ton, and four of the Thirteenth, under 
Maj. C. O. Davis. Fort Wadsworth has 
four companies of the Seventh, under 
Maj. Lydecker, and six from the Thir- 
teenth, with Maj. Turpin in command. 

The Thirteenth Regiment and a part 
of the coast artillery and its men are to 
aid in handling the guns when the en- 
emy appears. Those ef the Seventh will 
take no part in the artillery work, but 
should the attacking fleet overcome the 
forts and take a notion to land, they will 
be ready to give battle. 

To Signal Trouble, 

A system of signals to herald the ap- 
proach of the foreign { :et has been ar- 
ranged. A white light or smoke bomb 
at night will be used to indicate that 
the suspicious-looking ships have been 
sighted. When it is certain it is the 
enemy that is approaching, red bombs 
will be exploded. In daytime a yellow 
smoke rocket will be the first thdicatian 
that ships of any kind have been seen. 
Green bombs will mean the enemy has 
arrived. 

The instant the-vessels come within 
range of the forts, heavy guns will be 
trained upon them and the battle will 
begin. No shells will be fired, but the 
gung will send forth great clouds of 
smoke. Records will be made of the aim 
of the gunners and direction the sup- 
posed shells take. If the shells are 
fired with an accuracy that in real bat- 
tle would strike the ships of the enemy, 
the forts will be regarded as having suc- 
cessfully repulsed the attack. 

It will be the aim of the enemy to 
plant mythical mines in the harbor. and 
if they succeed in getting past the forts. 
their next step will be to try to biow 
holes in the ramparts.

SHOCKS COURT CROWD 





State Charges Girl Was Fright- 
fully Mutilated by Her 
_ Employer. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
FLANDREAU, S. D., June 11.—In a 


crowded courtroom here, the ac- 
companiment of the sobs of women and 
smothered groans of strong men, the 
pitiful life story of a young and ignor- 
ent girl is being told. 

The principal living in the 
tragedy is a woman, once a prominent 
leader in the society of this city, but 
now the defendant in a murder trial. 
Listless, almost sullen in her apparent 
indifference to the awful charge for 


which she is on trial, she sits the day 
through stolid and unmoved as the 
wretched and horrifying details of the 
death of a i16-year-old girl are being 
recited to a jury. 

On Feb. 18, 1906, Agnes Polreis, aged 
16, entered the employ of Mrs. Emma 
Kauffmann, one of the most prominent 
women here. Three months later she 
was buried. Rumors of foul play 
caused the body to be exhumed. An 
examination revealed numerous cuts 
and bruises, some .of which were consid- 
ered sufficient to cause death. 

Mrs. Kauffmann was arrested on the 
charge of murder, the allegation being 
that she had tortured the child to death. 
So strong was the feeling against her 
the society women of the city threat- 
ened to lynch her if she was shown any 
leniency because of her prominence. 

Doctor Describes Wounds, 

Dr. Schofield was the principal witness 
for the prosecution yesterday. He de- 
scribed the cuts, bruises and other mu- 
tilations. 

Janet Larson and Miss F. E. Coutts, 
the former superintendent and nurse, re- 
spectively, in the Sioux Falls Hospital. 
where Agnes died, identified the hospital 
record. 

Among the other witnesses examined 
were L. D. Miller, proprietor of the un- 
dertaking rooms at Sioux Falls; William 
Moeller of Parkston: John Polreis, fa- 
ther of the girl, and T. J. Rillion of 
Sioux Falls. 


Since a week or two after her arrest 
' ©n June 12 of last. year Mrs. Kaufmann 

has been at liberty on bonds of $25,000. 

The girl came to Sioux Falls on Feb. 
18, 1906, a few weeks after the fam- 
fly arrived in South Dakota, and only 
a little more than three months before 
she died at a Sioux Falls hospital from 
numerous wounds, bruises and cuts 
which are alleged to have been in- 
flicted by Mrs. Kaufmann, her mis- 
tress.

State's Attor- 
ney Quinn of Hutchinson County, and 
the leading business men of Parkston 
@ennounced their intention to make a 
thorough investigation. 

On the evening of June 9, the coffin 
was for the second time lifted from 
the grave in the presence of State's 
Attorney Quinn and Dr. Olney and Dr. 
Billion of Sioux Falls; Dr. Quinn of 
Menno and Dr. Schofield and Dr. Land- 
mann of Parkston, and about one hun- 
dred Parkston citizens. 


Blunt Instrument Used. 
Physicians made a careful examina-

Kaufmann threw boiling water on the 
girl after the latter had fallen on the 
floor from sheer exhaustion. 


Say She Pieaded for Mercy. 


The prosecution will offer testimony 
that the girl was seen on her knees be- 
fore Mrs. Kaufmann, with her hands 
uppaised as though pleading for mercy. 
Upon these occasions the only words 
uttered by the girl, whe could not speak 
English, were “Frau Kaufmann! Frau 
Kaufmann!” 

The defense will seek to show that the 
girl was affected by anemia, accompa- 
nied by vertigo. It is expected the de- 
fense also will allege that the blod clot 
on the girl's brain, taken in connection 
with anemia and diabetis, prevented ner 
having control over herself, and that 
because of this she had frequent falls. 


her head, body and legs will be ac- 
counted for by the defense by these fre- 
quent falls, it being alleged that on one 
occasion she fell down stairs, having no 
ccntrol over her legs. 

A dramatic feature of the case was 
the threats made to lynch Mrs. Kauf- 
mann when she emerged from the court- 
room after her preliminary examination. 
Her appearance seemed to be the signal 
for the release of the pent-up wrath of 
many persons in this community. Much, 
if not all, of the feeling of the masses 
toward the accused is due to her station 
in life and the fact that the girl she is 
accused of having murdered was poor 
and of humble origin. 


Society Women Angered. 


But the feeiing was not entirely con- 
fined to the middle and lower classes 
of the population, as was shown by the 
fact that when it became known that 
instead of being taken from the court- 
room in which her preliminary hearing 
was held, to the County Jail, a hun- 
dred or more of the society women of 
Sioux Falls organized and gave the 
authorities to understand that if Mrs. 
Kaufmann was not taken to the County 
Jail they would visit the Kaufmann 
residence and blow it to pieces with 
dynamite. 

The threat had good effect, for the 
autiorities hastily removed the defend- 
ant to the County Jail, where she was 
compelled _to remain until the State 
Supreme Court admitted her to bail. 
Mrs. Kaufmann does not seem 
comprehend the _ seriousness of 
charge against her, wondering a 
dazed sort of manner what the people 
are making all the fuss about.

The fruit will probably be so dear all 
through the season that it will not pay 
thrifty housewives to put up preserves. 

The only good fruit in the market now 
is the home-grown strawberry which is 
being shipped in from St. Louis County 
and the Lutesville .Mo.) district. Even 
these are not plentiful and prices are 
just twice as high as they were a year 
ago.

CIGARETTE LAW 
NOT ENFORUED 


Attorney Finds Disregarded -Stat- 
ute Forbidding Sale of “Mak- 
ings” to Boys. 














Charles E. Blair, general counsel of 
the Missouri Law-Enforcement League, 
fins much pleasure in digging through 
the statutes for unenforced and forgot- 
ten laws against those whom his organ- 
ization considers of little influence for 
good in the community. His discoveries 
he confides to the Excise Commissioner 
and the Police Department, with a 
bland request to be told why the laws 
are not enforced. 

His latest find is a session act of 1903 
making it a misdemeanor, punishable 
by a fine of $100, for any person or 
corporation to sell or give away cig- 
arettes or ‘‘makings’’ to any person un- 
der 18 years of age. The enforcement 
of this law would throw consternation 
into the hearts of innumerable small 
boys in St. Louis. 


Mr. Blair has also discovered that, ac- 
cording to Section 2289 of the Revised 
Statutes, 1899, saloon keepers, in addi- 
tion to the regular bond of $2000 a year 
which they are compelled to file, are 
also required to give surety for $500 that 
they will not adulterate the liquors 
which they sell. Violation of this law 
is a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine 
of not less than $50 nor more than $000. 

The enforcement of these two laws 
would give Excise Commissioner Mulvi- 
hill another field in which to exercise 
his talents, and keep the police busy 
chasing boys to find the source of their 
cigarette supply. 

The Missouri Law-Enforcement 
League was until recently the Anti-Sa- 
loon League. Rev. Samuel I. Lindsay, 
the president, found that the scope to 
which the organization restricted itself 
was too narrow, being confined to sa- 
loon supervision. He, therefore, found- 
ed the new society, to which the break- 
ing of no law is foreign. Its office is at 
610 Burlington Building.

RISE IN MEAT PRICES 





Mutton Chops Are Six Cenis 
Higher Than They Were 
Two Years Ago. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, June 11.—If a mutton chop 


is worth 6 cents more a pound than it 


was two years ago, is a teamster worth 


4 cents an hour more in wages? 
Substantially this proposition was put 
to the packers today by the packing 


house drivers’ union, whose members 


have voted to go on strike next Sat- 
urday unless their demands for better 
pay are granted. Retail prices of meat 
were quoted by the teamsters in a little 
coup they sprang on the big packers 
to show that their demands are justified 


by the increased cost of living. 

George F. Golden, business agent of 
the union, talked with Stephen Conway, 
superintendent of Armour & Co. 

“Mr. Conway, what is the retail price 
of mutton chops today?’’ inquired Gold- 
en. 


Rose 6 Cents in 2 Years, 


“They are selling at 22 cents a pound 
in the market,’’ was the answer. 
“That is about 6 cents a pound higher 
than two years ago. 
also are higher, are they not?” 
“Yes, they are higher.’’ 
“Then I have to inform you, Mr. Con- 
way,’ said Mr. Golden, 
sters have voted that inasmuch as liv- 
ing expenses have increased probably 25 
per cent, we will not work any longer 
unless we receive an advance in wages 
of 15 per cent.”’ 
Golden told about the same story to 
representatives of the other packers. 
They thanked him, without indicating 
what\would be done in the - matter.

TELEGRAPH CO. IS 


HELD NOT LIABLE 


Postal Wins in Damage Suit for 
Error When Message Was 
Not Repeated. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, June 11.—The Supreme 


Court yesterday reversed the judgment 
for $2,498.80 obtained in a lower court by 
Halstead & Co. against the Postal Tele- 
graph Cable Co. for an error in the 
transmission of a message, holding that 
the person receiving a telegram is bound 


by the same terms as the one sending 
it. 

In its opinion the Supreme Court said: 

“It is not disputed that the message 
here involved was an unrepeated mes- 
sage, and the learned court charged the 
jury that, as between the sender 
the company, this was a valid and law- 
ful limitation by contract, 
charged that it did not limit the rights 
of the plaintiffs, evidently upon the the- 
ory that the action being one sound- 
ing in tort, the defendants are liable to 
the plaintiffs for the actual damages 
sustained, and it is this broad question, 
going to the substance of the action, 
which we believe constitutes the fatal 
error in this case. 

“If the defendant in this case at bar 
had been obliged to accept and trans- 
mit the message, without regulations, 
then it would assume its common law 
obligations, but having the right to 
make regulations and being under no 
obligations to accept the message for 
transmisséon unless the parties interest- 
ed agreed to abide by such reasonable 
regulations and it appearing that the 
sender did sign the blank provided by 
the company and which contained the 
limitations above mentioned, it must be 
presumed that the company undertook 
the duty only as thus limited by its 
reasonable regulations. The plaintiff, 
therefore, has no standing to maintain

The grand jury Tuesday was pre- 
sented with the evidence in the case of 
Edward Bergmann, confessed Slayer of 
his wealthy aunt, Mrs. Kate Quern- 
heim, and Harry Muessemeyer, who h 
heen named by Bergmann 
plice in the crime. Aside from the de- 
tails of the manner in which Mrs. 
Wuernheim was beaten to death in her 
home. at 3720 Vest avenue on the even- 
ing of March 7, the story of how Berg- 
mann was captured after the police of 
the entire country had been searching 
for him for three months was the most 
interesting feature of the Case. 

The credit for Bergmann’s arrest is 
given to Special Officer George Rogers 
and Detective Michael Cailahan. The 
former, if Cnief Smith keeps his word, 
will be promoted to the rank of de- 
tective. There is some doubt as to who 
will receive the reward of $300 offered 
by relatives of Mrs. Quernheim for the 
capture of Bergmann, but is believed 
that a generous share of it will go to 
a man who Lipped”’ Special Officer 
Rogers to the whereabouts of Berg- 
mann. The name of this man is being 
kept secret in the fear that Lergmann’s 
friends might seek revenge. 

At 7 p. m. last Friday Rogers and 
Callahan were. riding on an eastbound 
Eighteenth street car on their way to 
police headquarters with a negress who 
was wanted in East St. Louis for steal- 
ing clothing. At Market street a man 
with a badly - bruised eye boarded the 
car. Rogers recognized the man as one 
he had known when he walked a beat a 
year ago in the neighborhood of Union 
Station’ 

Tells About Bergmann, 

“Hello, whére. did you get the shiner?” 

asked Rogers. 


“I got it all right and I have a mind 
to turn up the guy that gave it to me, 
replied the man. 

Rogers became interested and before 


the car reached Twelfth street he had in- 
duced the passenger to name Bergmann 
as the man he referred to. The man 
wanted to know what there was in it 
for him if he would “turn up” Berg- 
mann. He was taken to headquarters. 
There he was locked up and an hour 
later consented to guide the officers to 
Ill., where Bergmann could

At East St. Louis the officers dis- 
covered they had missed the last Sub- 
urban trolley. They prevailed upon a 
yard master to let them ride a train to 
Rockport, a distance of seven or eight 
miles from Mitchell.

Belleville 
Increase of 100 Per 
Six Months. 


Supervisors an 





According to-a report made to the 
Board of Supervisors at its meeting at 
Belleville the cost of feeding a prison- 
er in the County Jail increased nearly 
100 per cent in the six months between 
Dec. 1, 1906, and June 1, 1907. 

The figures were shown in a report 
made by the Claims Committee of the 
Board of Supervisors when it referred 
for action the biH of Sheriff Charles 
Cashel for $961.56 for provisions for the 
Jail for the month of May. The bill was 
rejected. 

At the beginning of Sheriff Cashel’s 
term of office, Dec. 1 last, the old plan 
of allowing the Sheriff 30 cents a day for 
feeding each prisoner was done away 
with. The official’s salary was in- 
creased to $3000 a year and he was or- 
dered to buy provisions at the cheap- 
est possible price. 

The report. of the committee is de- 
tailed. It shows that 1769 prisoners were 
fed in December at a total cost of°$276.27 
In May there were 3266 prisoners fed, 
according to the report, at a cost of 
$961.56. 

Increase of 14 Cents. 

In December the average daily cost of 
feeding each prisoner was 15.62 cents, 
but in May it was 29.40 cents. 

In December each prisoner was al- 
lowed 6 cents worth of meat every 24 
hours, while in May the amount was in- 
creased to 11.99 cents worth a day. The 
average for meat in April was 12.07 
cents per day. 

Each pirsoner in the Jail in December 
was given 5.90 cents worth of groceries 
a day, while in May the amount allowed 
each one was 13.48 cents worth. The 
average for April for groceries was 13.65 
cents worth. Coffee to the extent of 
1.25 pounds was given each prisoner dur- 
ing December. In May each prisoner 
received 5.63 pounds and in April every 
prisoner consumed 7.66 pounds of coffee. 

Sheriff Not Bothered. 

Sheriff Cashel told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that Ke was ‘‘pot bothered’ 
about the refusal to pay the bill. If 
any suit is brought, he said, it must be 
by the merchants from whom he pur- 
chased the provisions. 

Il only act as purchasing agent for 
the county,’ Cashel said. ‘When I 
came here there were a lot of provisions 
left over from Sheriff Thompson's 
term, and the expense at first was nat- 
urally smaller. Since then the market 
prices of provisions have greatly in- 
creased. That is the only explanation I 
have about the increase in cost here.

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Accuse William Smith of Con- 
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TUTOR IS UNDER ARREST 


Caught in West End With 
Cigars—Youthful Com- 
panion. Escapes. 








In the arrest of William Smith, alias 
Brown, 26 Years old, of 1129 North 
Compton avenue, the police not only 
believe they have a “Fagin’’ who has 
been educating mewsboys in theft and 
burglary, but also suspect that they 
have caught the murderer of Policeman 
Lemuel Boyce, who was killed by a 
burglar on March 31 at 1 a. m. 

This suspicion is based on 
fession of Edgar Wi'liams, a negro boy 
of 13, who escaped when his arrest was 
attempted as a companion of Smith, but 
who was arrested later at his home, 
3404 Washington avenue. 

The boy says that on the night and 
at the hour when Boyce was slain, 
Smith broke into four houses in the 
neighborhood in which Boyce lost his 
life. This confession was made to Licut. 
Schwartz of the Manchester Avenue 
Station. Smith denles that he _ shot 
Boyce. 

Boyce was shot while trying to cap- 
ture a burglar several hours after his 
resignation from the force had, with- 
out his knowledge, taken effect. A re- 
ward of $1000 for the capture of his mur- 
derer was offered by members of the 
force, among whom a subscription was 
raised. 

In the arrest of William Smith, alias

Smith was captured at Delmar and 
Vandeventer Tuesday morning. Smith 
carried two boxes of cigars under his 
arm. He protested innocence and said 
he was a hard working painter. He 
was locked up at the Manchester Ave- 
nue Police Station. 

The negro boy was sweated. by 
Lieut. Schwartz. The Lieutenant says 
the boy made a full confession, assert- 
ing that for several weeks Smith had 
been giving him and another boy sys- 
tematic instructions in burglary and 
sneak thieving. 

he boy declared, according to the 
Lieutenant, that accompanied by Smith, 
he and the other boy 
burglaries, Smith telling them just what 
to do and how to do it and assisting at 
the ‘‘jobs”’ by *“‘poosting”’ the boys 


and acting as a “‘lookout’’ while they 
got the property to be stolen. 

The other boy named by the little ne- 
gro in his confession, says Lieut. 
Schwartz, is Edward Adams, 17 years 
old and white, who lives at the same 
address as the negro. The police ar- 
rested Adams and he also is a pris- 
oner at the Manchester Avenue Sta- 
tion.

Quiet, little, family summer gardens may have 
no music for the entertainment of their patrons, 
says Excise Commissioner Mulvihill. Noisy, big, 
crowded summer gardens may blare in brass or 
screech in string without let or hindrance. It is 
only in the little, open-air resorts of the people 
that harmonious sounds strike the ear. of Mr. 
Mulvihill as discordant. The question of quality 
in the music or orderliness does not affect him; 
he is concerned only with the area of the garden 
from which sweet sounds issue. And that ques- 
tion of area must of necessity be arbitrarily fixed 
by the Excise Commissioner. He and he alone 
shall say how many acres or what fractions of an 
acre carries with it the privilege of music with 
beer and what dimensions bring a garden into the 
Classification of ‘‘little.’’” So the poorer people in 
the crowded districts must go without their fam- 
ily and social outings with music in little breath- 
ing places near their homes because the size of 
the garden offends the czar of the excise office.

PUBLICITY FOR PUBLIC ABUSES. 

When, as Superintendent of Missouri Insane 
Asylum No. 2, Dr. C. R. Woodson asks the public 
“to reserve opinion” until the investigation of 
the way the asylum has been managed is com- 
pleted, the simplest justice requires that this 
should be done. There ought not now or at any 
other time to be a hasty condemnation of anyone, 
in or out .of office, against whom charges are 
made. 

The question, however, is not confined to the 
character or to the conduct of any one man. Prior 
to the election of Gov. Folk, statements were made 
a matter of public record, on what seemed to be 
authority, showing conditions in the manage- 
ment of Missouri asylums and other institutions, 
only to be accounted for as symptoms of the worst 
demoralization. 

For example, in one of the statements, it was 


The record in 
that case and in others is incomplete. No offi- 
cial investigation has shown the public as yet 
what were the facts of that case and of conditions 
it was supposed to illustrate. 

When the Governor begins such an investigation 
as is now going on, its sole purpogee, if it is to end 
in the reforms expected from it, is not to condemn 
this official or that, but to give full and official 
publicity to actual facts, illustrating existing con- 
ditions ahd the conditions of the past, as far as 
these survive into the present. Once made, such a 
public record will make the right course of action 
possible and will force it.

THE ROOSEVELT COLLAR. 


Beyond a doubt Senator Knox is a very able 
and learned lawyer, neither ferocious in action 
nor greatly given to violence. But the moment 
the safe and sane politicians of Pennsylvania 
gather in convention to endorse him as the State’s 
favorite son they particularly explain that he is a 
second Roosevelt, a high-record trust-buster and 
the scourge of big corporations. Mr. Knox re- 
ceives the news with the appropriate remark that 
it is gratifying to have his name coupled with 
Theodore Roosevelt’s. The Philadelphia Inquirer, 
the organ of the Penrose machine, adds the in- 
spired comment: ‘He is a friend of the Roose- 
velt administration, and if Roosevelt were a can- 
didate would be his warmest advocate.” 

President Roosevelt could not lose a single one 
of the rising favorite sons if he tried. Wherever 
they go they all cling to his coat tails like timid 
children.

But as Secretary of War he 
must be loyal. Besides, his position is not in 
doubt.

How to Kill Rats. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
The general rat killing on next Satur- 
day night will yield many more dead 


rats if the following method is ob- 
served: 

For one or two nights before hand 
put shallow pans of watur rear garbage 
pans and ash pits, or wherever rats can 
find it, away from their holes. The 
night of the poisoning cover all gar- 
bage so that they cannot get at it, 
and put the poisoned food in its place— 
not down. the rat holes. 

Rats are insatiable eaters; when they 
find their usual food supply cut off they 
will eat the poisoned stuff, and in tiie 
thirst it creates run for water whcrs3 
they already know it is to be found. 

By following these directions the rats 
will die above ground; they wil) then 
be no annoyance, as they would he dy- 
ing in their holes or in the walls of 
buildings.

HAVE ENORMOUS PLANT 





Assets Said to Be Sufficient to 
Cover All Indebt- 
edness. 





Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 11.—Creditors filed 

a petition in bankruptcy against Milli- 

ken Bros., incorporated, in the United 

States Circuit Court late yesterday. 

Unsecured liabilities were placed at $3,- 

500,000. It is understood about $1,000,000 

of the company’s indebtedness is se- 

cured. 

Milliken Bros. carried on a world-wide 
business in structural steel and iron 
work. It is alleged in the petition that 
the corporation in the last few days has 
admitted its insolvency to creditors and 
expressed willingness to be adjudged a 
bankrupt. It is understood the petition- 
ing creditors have made an application 
to Judge Holt in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the business, but no action 
has been taken by the Court, 


Plant at Mariners Harbor. 


The firm has an enormous plant at 
Mariners Harbor, Staten Island, and ex- 
ecutive offices at 11 Broadway. The pe- 
titioning creditors are represented by 
McDonald & Bostwick of 15 William 
street. It was said at the offices of 
the firm that the assets of Milliken 
Bros. are believed te be ample to cover 
all indebtedness. — vit ee 

The bankruptcy proceedings will 
doubtless involve the adjudication of 
one of the largest --tates that the courts 
have been called upon to deal with in 
recent years. The business was estab- 
lished 60 years ago by Samuel Milliken, 
who retired in 1883. Branches were es- 
tablished in Pittsburg, San Francisco, 
Havana, City of Mexico, Honolulu, Je- 
hannesburg and Capetown. 

The plant on Staten Island was start- 
ed in 1903, and is credited with being 
one of the best and largest of its kind 
in the country. The officers boasted 
that it was without a rival in New 
York and was operated exclusively by 
New York workmen. 


Won't Talk to Steel Trust, 


William Nelson Cromwell, counsel for 
Milliken Bros. Co., said: 

“The estimates for the completion of 
the steel plant at Mariners Harbor were 
exceeded and exhausted the firm’s 
working capital. This was in part sup- 
plied by the individual resources of its 
principal stockholders, but still re- 
mained inadequate. It is manifest to all 
concerned that the wisest course is to 
conserve this vast business by placing 
it under the jurisdiction of the court 
and thereby preventing discrimination 
and ruinous sacrifice.” —~ 

“Do you blame the Steel Trust for the 
condition of the corporation?” was one 
of the questions asked Mr. Cromwell. 
He laughed and said: 

“That is a subject that none of us 
want to talk about, especially at this 
time. But, you know, Milliken Bros. 
have often been referred to as the 
eventual rival of the Steel Trust.” 

A director of the corporation said: 

“Bad faith has been showh some- 
where, as the report of the bankruptcy 
petition was circulated about Wall 
street fully an hour or more before the 
petition was actually filed. Mr. Mce- 
Donald was actually a mile away from 
the Federal building at the time of the 
filing of the papers.” 


FAILURE WAS FEARED BY 
CREDITORS AT PITTSBURG

PifTSBURG, Pa., June 11.—The fail- 
ure Of Milliken Bros. had been feared’ 
here. Many Pittsb. zg rolling mill ma- 
chine builders hold claims against the 
firm. W hen. Milliken Bros. built thetr 
steel mill on Staten Island the other 
steel makers of the country did not take 
kindly to it. «When money got scarce 
the Millikens found it difficult to borrow 
in New York at the banks controlled 


by the Morgan and Rockefeller syndi- 
cates, 


The machinery for tle Milliken plant 
at Staten Islana was nearly aii built 
here and much of it 1s not paid for. It 
is considered doubtful if a coterie of 
men can be got together strong enough 
to take over the plant and operate it. 
All the steel enterprises in the East 
recently huve failed because of lack of 
support in New York, nearly all the 
moneyed men in that city being in- 
terested in Western steel enterprises.

INCITED BY “JINGOES” 





Opposition Party at Tokio 
Cause of Present Talk 
of War. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—No crisis in 
the relations between the Unitéd States 
and Japan is imminent or anticipated, 
in the opinion ef the officials of the 

- Department of State. There is no ap- 

prehension.of a war with Japan, as it is 
know here that the agitation against 
the United States in Tokio is fomented 
by the opposition party and press hes- 
tile to the Government. 

All the trouble has been caused by the 
enactment of a law by Congress ex- 
cluding Japanese coolie labor from the 
United States. This action has been a 
® severe blow to the pride of the Japanese 
people who have been placed on a level 
with the Chinese. The Japanese people 
did not relish this, but the law was 
enacted with the full approval of the 
Japanese Government, which wants to 
keep its people at home or have them 
immigrate to Manchuria and develop 
that country. 


Japanese Government Friendly. 

To a large extent the abrogation of the 
Jaw is in the hands of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. If it issues passports the Japs 
ean enter the United States And this 
Government would be forced by legal 
means to deport them after their ar- 
rival. But there is no disposition on 
the part of the Japanese Government te 
resort to this means to bring abeut the 
i1dmission of its subjects into this coun- 

ry. 


Frequent assurances have been given |: 


ie United States by Japan that it de- 
ires to be friendly with this Govern- 
nent and it has upon several eccasions 
deplored the action of the “‘jingoes” in 
Japan and of the press opposed to the 
‘Government. 
War between the two nations is not 
regarded as a probability. The only 
hing that will produce it. will be the 
nanifestation of great strength on the 
art of the oppositien, which would in- 
jeate the overthrew of the Government. 
There are no indicati- .s that the oppo- 
dition has strength enough to make it 
‘angerous. The oppositien in Japan is 
wmpared with the anti-imperialist party 
4 te United States during the Spanish

In an effort to get a street car line 
through Forest Park to the St. Louis 
Museu): of Fine Arts on Art Hill, a 
meeting of club women will be held 
Tuesday afternoon in ‘he Art Building.

All negro troops except the few 
short-term men now on duty at West 
Point have been ordered to the Philip- 
pines. 

Col. Scott, superintendent of the mili- 
tary academy, upholds the negro sol- 
diersgstationed at West Point.. He has 
made a report to the War Department, 
in which he states that the conduct of 


the negro soldiers since they have been 
at West Point has been flawless. He 
declares the conduct of these soldiers 
has been better than that of the white 
regulars who were relieved by the ne- 
groes.
